SERIOUS SITUATION EXISTS 


A ction of A gra ria n Com m ittee in S olv­ 


ing Land Pro blem W ith o u t Consult 


ir g A ny Representative of the G o v­ 


ernment Pre cip ita te s a Crisis. 


St. 
Petersburg, May 24.—Prem ier 
Stolypin caused a sensation in the low­ 
er house of parliament by unexpected­ 
ly announcing that a serious conflict 
existed between 
the house 
and the 
government through the agrarian com­ 
mittee 
of tho 
house proceeding 
to 
solve the whole agrarian problem with­ 
out consulting with any representative 
of 
the 
government. 
The 
premier 
ended Ills statem ent by announcing 
that tile forcible expropriation of land 
could not be permitted 
and warned 
the house that tho speeches exciting 
the peasants were beginning to cause 
a dangerous agitation in the provinces, 
which the government was determined 
to restrain. 
Th 
premier’s entry 
on the scene 
was almost dram atic 
At the close of 
a Gill session of the house devoted to 
the adoption of rules or order, P re­ 
mier Stolypin Trrrrfdenly 
claimed the 
floor. 
It was after the regular hour 
for the adjournm ent of the house, hut 
the motion of the Social Revolution­ 
ists 
to adjourn 
was 
defeated 
and 
amidst the closest attention the pre­ 
mier declared that the agrarian com­ 
mittee 
of the house 
had 
formally 
adopted the principle of the forcible 
expropriation of land without waiting 
to ascertain the 
government’s atti­ 
tude. 
Tt 
was 
the 
prem ier’s 
duty, 
therefore, to enlighten 
the deputies. 
Fundamental principles maintained by 
the government had been disregarded, 
an openly revolutionary tone marked 
most of the speeches, and insult had 
been aimed at the g o v e r n m e n t . 
The 
premier added that the agrarian pro­ 
gramme of the committee places the 
various parties in the house in irrecon­ 
cilable positions towards 
each other 
and towards the government. 
If the 
principle of the forcible expropriation 
of land was 
permitted to 
prevail a 
social upheaval of which history would 
not be able to show a parallel would 
bo precipitated. 


Caused Renewal of Apprehension. 


The pronouncement of the premier 
has caused a renewal of the apprehen­ 
sions regarding the life of the damn, 
but the Constitutional Democrat lead­ 
ers are confident that the prem ier’s 
hurried statem ent is in no way con­ 
nected with the passage of tho reac­ 
tionary 
intrigue 
against 
both 
the 
(buna and the premier which recently 
came to light af Tsarskoe Solo. 
Joseph 
V. Hessen, 
Constitutional 
Democrat, is of the opinion that the 
suddenness with which the premie! 
made bis announcement was a matt cl­ 
of pure accident. 
He says bo was fa­ 
miliar with the contents of this speech 
a month 
ago and that 
Stolypin had 
been awaiting a favorable opportunity 
to deliver it. 
The Constitutional Democrats goner 
ally consider 
the tenor of this 
pro­ 
nouncement to be a long stop in ad­ 
vance over the position 
of the gov­ 
ernment in the last damn. 
It is evi 
dent that the premier Intended to give 
voice gradually 
to tho governm ent’s 
disapproval of the plan to expropriate 
land by force but he handled the m at­ 
ter so clumsily that the only effect of 
Ills speech will be to alarm the peas­ 
ants and drive a majority of the Group 
of Toil over to the Extreme Left. 
The beginning of agrarian disorders 
over a wide range 
of provinces can 
now be seen. 
Tho peasants are par­ 
ticularly restive in tho 
provinces of 
Kief, Tver. Poltava, Tula, Ycrkatorino- 
slav, Voronezh and Saratov.

Railroad men lu New York wore 
greatly interested the other day In the 
new s from London of the announce­ 
ment before the Royal society and sci­ 
entific men of Jurats Brennan’s mono­ 
rail Invention, says the New York 
Evening World* 
It Is said that he has 
solved the problem of the one rail 
road, and a recent demonstration be­ 
fore the Royal society astounded his 
audience with tile feats of a little 
model car which lie Ins built. 
He claims for his system that it will 
^ Train to race along at tre­ 
mendous speed on a single rail; that 
the cars may be thirty or even forty 
feet In width; that practically all fric­ 
tion will be done away with, so that a 
mere fraction of the power mod by lo­ 
comotives today will propel his trains; 
that roads may be laid as rapidly as 
an army on the march can travel, and 
that passengers can be carried more 
safely than In the cars built upon mod 


- Automatic stability mechanism is the 
secret Mr. Brennan, who Is the In 
venter cf the Brennan torpedo, has in 
his thirty years he has applied to the 
task succeeded in successfully working 
out. 
The principal is simple, being 
that of tilt spinning top, yet it scorns 
to the observer that bls car acts coun­ 
ter to the laws of gravitation. 
At the exhibition he used a very 
small model, but sufficiently large to 
show how a car of any size will work. 
He caused It to run on a narrow rail 
about the big hall of the society at full 
speed. 
Sometimes the little vehicle 
was 
filled 
with 
ballast 
carelessly 
thrown In, and at other times it ran 
empty. In every case it rolled smooth­ 
ly and never left the track. 
Mr. Brennan says of his Invention. 
or discovery, that cars may soon br 
carrying loads teu or even twenty 
times as heavy as those now drawn 
with power very much less. The vehi­ 
cles may be made practically any 
width. A veritable hotel may be put 
on the rail as a sleeping oar. 
“The stability mechanism,” Mr. Bren­ 
nan says. “Is carried by the car and 
enables It to turn the sharpest curve.!. 
lf all the load of the car Is suddenly 
shifted to one side the mechanism will 
correctly and instantly readjust the 
strain and keep the car level. 
The 
mechanism essentially consists of two 
flywheels driven by electric motors in 
opposite directions, so that the gyro- 
static action and stored lip energy may 
be utilized. The wheels are mounted 
on the highest class of bearings and 
are Incased In exhausted chambers, so 
that Journal and air friction Is reduced 
to the minimum. 
“The wheels will continue to run two 
or three hours after the power la cut 
off, so great la the energy stored up Id 
them. They will not entirely stop for 
two or three days. The mechanism oc 
cupies but little space in the car. The 
wheels on which the car runs are 
placed in a row underneath the center 
of the vehicle Instead of at the sides, aa 
in the present day trains, and are car 
ried on bogles or compound bogles, 
which are not only pivoted to provide 
for horizontal curves on the track, but 
for vertical curves also. 
“By this means there is no ordinary 
curve that the car cannot with ease 
turn even at high speed without dan­ 
ger of leaving the track. We will at 
first use electric motors to run the sta­ 
bility mechanism, but any kind of 
power—gasoline, steam or what not— 
may be employed. The train will lie 
ever ready for instant use, as the cost 
of keeping it ready will be so slight. 
The gear can quickly be changed when 
steep hills are to be mounted. 
“There Is practically no limit to the 
speed which can be attained. 
I think 
the invention means a wonderful sav­ 
ing In power, greater carrying capacity 
of cars and an improvement In trans­ 
portation all around, which will be the 
wonder of the world.” 
The war department controls Mr. 
Brennan's invention nnd has succeeded 
In keeping the secret of Its mechanism 
from all eyes. The rails which will be 
used need only to be of the same 
weight and size as rails on two rail 
tracks in order to carry the same 
weight of train, Mr. Brennan explains. 
Building cars will be manufactured, It 
is said, which will enable an army to 
lay tracks as the car moves ahead and 
move right on on the rail last laid. 
In 
this way an army may be transported 
anywhere with great rapidity. 
Mr. Brennan’s confident dream Is a 
transcontinental line, furnished with a 
traveling hotel, with rooms fifteen to 
twenty feet wide, that will carry pas­ 
sengers in perfect comfort nnd safety 
at a speed of 120 to 150 miles an hour.

as a whole the statement 
should be to some degree a guide 
as 
to what revenue 
from 
these 
sources may be looked for in the 
future. 
Expense. 
As a natural compar­ 
ison with the foregoing statement 
of revenue we would present, if it 
were possible, a table showing the 
general expenses, apart from such 
items as improvements, etc. 
We 
find a difficulty because the 
ac­ 
counts of expense for sewers, and 
streets, sidewalks and bridge work 
did not discriminate between con­

made, however, 
in the rate 
made to the users of current up to 
this time. 
Conservative financing 
would have anticipated the expira­ 
tion of the contract for cheap pow el­ 
and charged a rate high enough to 
permit the establishing of a Sink­ 
ing Fund for the payment of all 
or a part of the bonds guaranteed. 
The low rate for power was virtual­ 
ly a consideration for the assuming 
of the indebtedness. 
Ender ttfe policy that has been 
pursued the users of Electric Cur­ 
rent have had all the advantages 
of cheap production, the City has 
the debt to pay, and the contract 
for cheap power will soon expire. 
Like all records of the City the 
only

made have been based upon

than upon Revenue and 
Expense. 
We have undertaken to prepare and 
now submit in Exhibit “I” a Profit 
& Loss statement Bitewing that the

Light Plant, including a charge to 
the City for the lighting of streets, 
public halls, bridges, etc., amount to

points to the desirability of watch­ 
ing expenses carefully and endeav­ 
oring to make a better showing in 
the accumulation of a Sinking Fund. 
The present requirements of 
the 
law regarding Sinking Funds should 
of course be strictly regarded, and 
if 
possible 
larger 
amounts 
than 
are absolutely specified should be 
laid aside. 
In closing we submit 
for your 
consideration the 
following 
com­ 
ments on various matters 
which 
came under our observation. 
We have had frequent, occasion 
to consult the Charter and the Ord­ 
inances under which the affairs of 
the City as a municipal 
corpora­ 
tion 
are conducted. 
The 
provi­ 
sions of the Charter and the Ord­ 
inances, so far as we are in a posi­ 
tion to judge, are as a general rule 
complied with, yet many instances 
came to our notice where they were 
apparently disregarded. 
This 
dis­ 
regard of the law is due either to 
a desire to expedite the City busi­ 
ness or to lack of knowledge on 
the part of the Officials. 
This lack 
of knowledge is by no means sur­ 
prising. 
since the original Charter 
was granted, some of its provisions 
have 
been 
specifically 
repealed, 
some have been 
amended. 
some 
have been nullified by General Law 
and some have become inoperative 
through changed conditions. 
That 
being so, it is no easy task to ac­ 
quire a full and exact, knowledge 
of the provisions still in force. 
The 
Official copy of the Charter and 
Ordinances is In the possession of 
the City Clerk. 
It is In a very 
dilapidated condition. 
Besides this 
copy, we know of only two others 
which are available for public use. 
The movement to revise and con­ 
solidate the Ordinances and to ob­ 
tain 
a new Charter, 
which 
we 
understand is on 
foot, 
is in the 
circumstances, very opportune. When 
this has been accomplished the new 
Charter and Ordinances should be 
printed in one volume, a copy of 
which should be given to every City 
Official and every member of the 
Council 
so that everyone 
taking 
part in the control of the City’s af­ 
fairs 
may be thoroughly 
familiar 
with every detail of the laws af­ 
fecting it. 
Among the breaches of the law. 
which we observed, may be men­ 
tioned the issuing of City Orders 
when no funds were on hand 
ta 
pay 
them. 
This 
is 
contrary 
ta 
Section 63 of the Charter. 
These 
City Orders are registered with the 
I reasurer and bear interest at 6 
per cent, per annum from date of 
registration. 
There 
is 
no 
law 
authorizing payment of Interest. 
It 
is clearly laid down by Section 67 
of the Charter that no money shall 
be paid out unless the payment Is 
authorized by the Council 'and the 
order is signed by the Mayor and 
the Clerk. 
As interest is added to 
the face value of the order after 
it has been signed the payment of 
the interest is an infringement of 
that section. 
The duties of the Clerk and the 
Treasurer in the matter of account­ 
ing have not been discharged 
in 
accordance 
with 
the 
regulations, 
neither Official being able at any 
given time to present to the City a 
full and correct statement of its 
financial affairs. 
The Superintendent-of 
Electric 
Light failed to keep the records of 
his department in accordance with 
the 
regulations 
laid 
down 
in 
Ordinance 107, page 176, and the 
City Council evidently ignorant of 
these regulations, did not enforce 
them. 
The Bond of the Bank in which 
the Sinking Fund is deposited has 
not been filed, in accordance with 
the provisions of the Charter. Sec­ 
tion 57. 
While we have noted these de­ 
fections, it is right to add that w'p 
did not find any action of any of­ 
ficial which could be looked on as 
criminal. 
We noted, however, that 
the City Clerk did not nlake prompt 
i et urns of the 
collections 
from 
Electric 
Light 
consumers 
and 
of 
Municipal fines and fees. 
We pro­ 
cured a statement from the bank 
and compared it with the cash bal­ 
ances shown on his books at the 
beginning of each 
month 
for 
a 
period 
of about three years and 
we found that at various times he 
did not have on deposit the amount 
called for by his books. 
What he 
carried on hand is not known, and 
whether he was using these balances 
for 
his 
personal 
purposes 
is 
not 
known. 
We therefore make no sug­ 
gestion of misuse of the funds. 
If 
they were misused they were cer­ 
tainly 
made 
good. 
We 
strongly 
advise, however, that in the future 
the City Clerk be required bv the 
Treasurer to pay over all funds at 
the end of each month. 
We shall be pleased to furnish 
any additional information in our 
power, if it should be desired.

General Remarks. 
It should be the invariable rule 
hereafter to keep the accounts 
of 
specific funds, such as sewers, side- 
, walk construction, paving, etc., ab­ 
solutely distinct from the General 
Fund and to apply against them, 
and them only, the revenue 
re­ 
ceived from taxes and assessments 
expressly for the separate purpose. 
The cost of. the general administra­ 
tion should be defrayed from 
the 
(general revenue. Under this method 
the monies received 
will be used 
for the purposes for which the taxes 
and assessments 
are 
laid. 
The 
practice heretofore, to a great ex­ 
tent, has been to make payments 
from any monies available and it 
has been impossible to make such 
an analysis as would show the cor­ 
rect status of the different funds 
as at the closing date of the audit.
